Little crop 
damage 
by hailstorm 


A brief but severe hailstorm 
struck the area including Somer- 
set, Miami. and Roland during 
mid-afternoon Wednesday, but 
little serious crop damage result- 
ed from the disturbance. 

According to agricultural repre- 
sentative D. L. Fletcher of Car- 
man, crops are not far enough 
advanced to suffer:much damage 
from hail. 

However, some window damage 
was reported in the Miami area, 
and at the Harry Janick farm a 
few miles south of Roland an 
empty grain bin was toppled by 
the high winds which accompan- 
fed the hail. The TV antenna was 
also toppled from the roof of the 
house. 

One . report indicated that » Kail 
in the Somerset area lay five 
inches deep on the ground in some 
places. Hailstones. nearly as big 
as hens’ eggs fell in Miami dis- 
trict. Although heavy rains fell 
briefly at Carman this district 
received no hail. \
